subscriber comprising: 

an interface to a database coupled tb the message distribution system and capable of 
storing wireless messages directed to the subscriqer independent of whether the wireless messages 
have been delivered to the subscriber; 

a first I/O interface capable of redeiving, from the subscriber, a message retrieval 



request for messages within the database directed 



to the subscriber; 



a message retrieval controller coupled to the first I/O interface capable of 

determining an identity o^ the subscriber from identification data contained 

in the message retrieval request, 

retrieving a data record associated with the subscriber, the data record 

containing one or more of the stored wiijeless messages, and 

transferring to the subscr ber one or more selected portions of at least one of 

the stored wireless messages. 
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2. (amended) The message distripution system set forth in Claim 1, wherein each wireless 
message directed to the subscriber is stored in the database after transmission of the wireless 
message for reception by a paging devijce for the subscriber, regardless of whether the wireless 
message was received by the wireless pi ging device . 




3. (amended) The message distribution system set forth in Claim 1 wherein the message

distribution systen^nitially transfers only one or more selected fields from at least one stored 
message within the dat^^ipcord to the subscriber in response to the message retrieval request. 




4, (amended) The message^istribution system set forth in Claim 3 wherein the message

distribution system transfers all of a selected stored message to the subscriber in response to 



receiving a complete message request from^the subscriber requesting all of the selected stored 



message. 
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5. (ainenl^^) The message distribution system set forth in Claim 1, wherein the first I/O 
interface is capable ©f receiving a wireless message directed to the subscriber, the message

distribution system further comprising a second I/O interface capable of sending the received

to a paging device of the subscriber.

responsive to a transmission of the received wireless message to the paging device, wherein the 
response message is stored within the data record in association with the received wireless message. 
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8. (amended) The message distribution system set forth in Claim 5 wherein, when the

wireless message received through the first I/O interface has not yet been successfully delivered to 

\ 

the paging device via theVRF transceiver facility and at least one or more selected portions of the

received wireless message fs^ransmitted to the subscriber in response to the message retrieval 
request, the subscriber may selec^ely cancel any subsequent attempt to deliver the received wireless 
message via the RF transceiver facility. 



9. (amended) The message distribution system set forth in Claim 1 wherein the message 
retrieval request is received from 

a public telephone system, or 

a data processing system coupled to\ wide area data network. 
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10. (amemed)-,.^,wireless messaging system comprising: 

a plurality of RF transceiver facilities capable of transmitting and receiving wireless 
messages to and from paging devices used by sibscribers of the wireless messaging system; 




a database capable of storing 



ireless messages directed to a subscriber of the 



wireless messaging system regardless of whether the wireless messages have been deUvered to the 
subscriber; and 

a message distribution system coupled to the database and capable of allowing the 
subscriber of the wireless messaging system to review stored wireless messages previously sent to 
the subscriber comprising: 

a first I/O interface ca )able of receiving, from the subscriber, a message 
retrieval request for messages vithin the database directed to the subscriber; and 

a message retrieval co itroUer coupled to the first I/O interface capable of 
determining an identity of the subscriber from identification data contained in the 
message retrieval request, reti ieving a data record associated with the subscriber, the 
data record containing one or nore of the stored wireless messages, and transferring 
to the subscriber one or more selected portions of at least one of the stored wireless 
messages. 
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11. (amendea) The wireless messaging system set forth in Claim 10 wherein the message 
distribution system initially transfers only one or more selected fields from one or more selected 
stored messages within theMata record to the subscriber in response to the message retrieval request. 



12. (amended) The wireless messaging system set forth in Claim 1 1 wherein the message

distribution system transfers all of a selected stored message to the subscriber in response to

receiving a complete message request from the subscriber requesting all of the selected stored
